There was furious fighting near 
Veghel after the Germans cut the 
British main route south of 
Nijmegen. 

Under cover of darkness German 
SS. troops and tanks forced their 
way to the main highway between 
Oedenrode and Veghel. They then 
attacked from the north-west, and 
dawn found several hundred Ger- 
mans strongly astride the main 
British supply route. 

The road was cut by the Germans 
for a stretch of about five miles. 

British tanks and infantry fought 
hard to restore the situation, and 
late last night Reuter’s Special Cor- 
respondent cabled:— 


The British have hurled the 
counter-attacking Germans out of 
the Nijmegen corridor, and sup- 
plies and reinforcements are 
again rolling north towards the 
Arnhem area. 


Although the Germans have on 
several occasions cut the Allied 
supply corridor running north from 
Eindhoven, the road has never been 
out of action for more than three 
or four hours, and movement of 
supplies has not been seriously 
hindered. 

The position in the corridor is 
not critical. It is long and narrow 
and cannot be lined with Allied 
troops. Accordingly the Germans 
from time to time sever it, but 
never in any great strength. Cutting 
and reopening of the road appears 
to be a sporadic process. 

German Radio stated last night 
that the Allies had succeeded in re- 
opening the Nijmegen corridor and 
had widened it east and west of 


. Eindhoven. 


There is no fresh news from the 
Arnhem area, where the British air- 
borne troops are still putting up a 
heroic fight. The Germans’ mortar 
bombardment increased yesterday 
and the British had to reduce the 
perimeter of their “pocket.” They 
received fresh supplies of ammuni- 
tion; arms and medicat equipment. 

Under cover of darkness last 
night further reinforcements of men, 
food and arms may have been 
ferried across to the north bank of 
the Lower Rhine to relieve the 
pressure on the “sky men.” 

R.A.F. Typhoons yesterday attacked 
and destroyed a number of multi- 
barrelled mortars which had been 
shelling the airborne area. Help for 
the airborne troops was first priority 
yesterday, and rockets were poured 
into gun and mortar positions only 
150 yards from the encircled forces. 


TOWN IN RUINS - 


The airborne troops are established 
on high ground west of Arnhem, 
with their flank on the river. If the 
railway bridge across the Lek west 
of the town has not already been 
blown up, they may be able to cover 
it by their fire, and thus prevent its 
complete demolition. 

House-to-house fighting is reported 
to be going on in Arnhem.

ATTACK ON CALAIS 


An all-out attack on the fortress 
of Calais .was launched yesterday 
with maximum air support from 
heavy bombers and rocket 
Typhoons. . 

Wave after wave of heavy 
bombers dropped shattering loads 
on the great steel and concrete de- 
fences of the port. 

The first strong-point to fall to 
the Canadian ground forces was 
that at Escalles, four miles south- 
west of Calais. ‘After that pill-boxes 
were overrun in quick succession, 
and troops stormed into several 
emplacements housing the great 
cross-Channel guns. : 

In spite of these initial successes 
the final reduction of Calais is 
expected to take a little time, as the 
town itself is one of the strongest 
fortresses in Europe, and the 
Germans have almost isolated it by 
extensive inundations to the east, 
south and west. So great is the 
flooding that in places only the tops 
of trees are showing. 

The moment the last aerial bomb 
exploded Allied “ Flail” tanks went 
clattering in and beat two paths 
through the minefields in the direc- 
tion of Calais from the south-west. 

Over 1,200 U.S. heavy bombers, 
with a fighter escort estimated to 
number 750, attacked marshalling 
yards at Frankfurt, Coblenz and 
Ludwigshafen—all “ kéy ” : points 
for troops and supplies sent by the 
Germans to the western front.—

Gas and Fuel 
Problems For 
Dail To-day 


THE Dail will now sit on Tuesdays, 
Wednesdays, Thursdays and 
Fridays from 3 p.m. to 9 p.m.

Discussion on the Committee 
stage of the Transport Bill will be 
continued to-day after questions.

Mr. Churchill 
Returns 


Mr. Churchill has arrived back in 
Britain, accompanied by Mrs. 
Churchill. 

The Prime Minister landed at a 
west coast port last  night—three 
weeks after having left to meet 
President Roosevelt at Quebec. The 
journey both ways was made on 
board the Queen Mary. 

Mr. Churchill’s conference with 
President Roosevelt opened officially 
on September 11th. The talks, in 
which Mr. Eden and Service chiefs 
took part, lasted five days. Two 
days later, on September 18th, Mr. 
Churchill left ‘for an unknown 
destination. 


SAVAGE FIGHTING 
IN ITALY 


(GENERAL CLARK’S Sth Army 
men in the centre of the Italian 
front are only 12 miles south of the 
great motor, road from Rimini to 
Bologna, which continues through 
‘Modena and Piacenza before it 
branches off to Milan and Genoa. 
This army has crossed the Apen- 
nines “ hump,” after savage fighting 
over roads, trails, bare rock and 
mountain ledges. 

Access to the Po Valley has been 
cleared north-east of Firenzuola, 
with the capture of all the “ hump” 
heights, including the 3,000 feet 
Monte la Fine. 

Serious set - backs have, however, 
been imposed on 5th Army troops 
in some sectors by strong German 
resistance. The northernmost point 
now held south-east of Castel del 
Rio Its 21 airline miles from 
Bologna, contrasted with Sunday’s 
approach to within 15 miles of the 


city. 

On the Adriatic sector 8th Army 
units are a mile from the historic 
Rubicon river, also known as the 
Uso, while patrols have entered a 
village on the bank. Fighting is 
very heavy, with Field-Marshal 
Kesselring’s troops battling to the 
last man to prevent the 8th Army 
spreading out through the coastal 
gap into the Lombardy plain. The 
Rubicon bridge has been blown up. 

Fifth Army troops have cut the 
Prato-Vernio-Castiglione highway, 
north-west of Florence.

Soviet and Rumanian troops have 
crossed the Hungarian border at 
a second point, according to a New 
York broadcast. Their advance was 
said to have brought these forces to 
within 25 miles of Szeged, the 
second largest town in Hungary and 
the birthplace of Hungarian 
Fascism 25 years ago. The city 
lies 60 miles due west of Arad, the 
Rumanian rail junction about 15 
miles from the border captured last 
week.

BEVERIDGE PLAN 


Sir William Beveridge’s “Freedom 
from Want” plan it was estimated 
would cost £697,000,000 in the first 
year if family allowances were 8s. 
for each child. The weekly contri- 
bution for the main class of worker 
was 4s. 3d. as against 3s. 10d. in the 
Government’s plan. His retirement 
pensions gave 5s. more to a married 
couple, who received 40s., and 4s. 
more to a single person, who got 
24s. He gave na special benefit to 
orphans, but a £10 marriage grant, 
which the Government plan has 
dropped. Weekly contributions 
under the scheme are lower than 
those suggested by Sir William, 
though at the peak point they are 
only a penny less.

Nearly the whole increase in 
August over May, 1944, is attribut- 
able to food prices—namely, 4.3 
points out of 4.4.

Of the 4.3 points attributed ‘to food 
as a whole, eggs and milk account 
for 3 points and 1.2 points, respec- 
tively.

Milk is dearer than last year. 
Prices of other foodstuffs, an 
Irish Times » representative was 
informed, are generally unchanged, * 
with a tendency downwards. Beef 
prices are unaltered, except ' for 
sirloin, which rose slightly; mutton 
prices are down, and so are fish, 
with the exception of cod steaks. 
Prices for potatoes and strawberry 
jam have increased.. Consumers’ 
prices for bread, flour, butter and 
tea are kept steady by subsidy. 


THE FUTURE 


As to the future, it is difficult to 
forecast the trend, but the Depart- 
ment of Supplies, which keeps the 
matter constantly under review, 
notes that since the beginning of the 
year comparatively few commodi- 
ties have increased in price. 

Items which have _ increased 
include, in addition to those 
mentioned:—Sugar (in January, 
1944), lard, meat meals, binder 
twine and soaps. 

Prices which have ‘fallen, in- 
cluding meat, are:—Semolina, 
honey, oatmeal, mineral waters, 
compound  feeding-stuffs, wheat 
offals, candles, petrol and paraffin 
oil, enamelware, batteries, wool and 
skins, steel and horseshoe iron. 
These show the diversity of the 
goods concerned. The list of items 
which have not changed is very 
comprehensive.

“It would serve no purpose,” said 
Mr. Hull, “to say more at this 
time, except that the higher officials 
of the Governments concerned will 
reach mutual understandings, I hope 
at an early stage. It is very neces- 
sary that we wait until we know the 
true conclusions they reach.” 

Mr. Hull added that Sweden had 
taken a very long step by her recent 
action in closing the Baltic ports.

he would rather not go into the 
exact conversation.

After Germany's defeat economic 
warfare will be focussed against 
Japan, and lend-lease will be con- 
tinued to the extent necessary to 
win final victory over Japan, said 
Mr. Leo T. Crowley, Foreign Eco- 
nomic Administrator, in his first 
annual report to Congress yesterday. 

“Some 31,000 planes, 26,900 tanks 
and 627,600 other military motor 
vehicles, besides vast quantities of 
other war materials, have been sent 
to our Allies, under Lend-Lease, up 
to and including June, 1944,” the 
report ‘continued. 

“Yet only 15 per cent. of all the 
munitions produced in the United 
States has been lend-leased. We 
have kept 82 per cent. for our own 
forces, and the Allies bought three 
per cent. for cash. 

“The British had turned out in 
their own factories 90,000 planes, 
83,000 tanks and other armoured 
vehicles and 1,000,000 trucks, and 
manufactured over three-quarters of 
the planes provided for the R.A.F. 
and the Royal Navy in 1943. The 
Soviet Union has, in general, pro- 
vided an even greater percentage of 
equipment used by the Russian

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THE WESTERN FRONT 

After several weeks of dramatic 
and spectacular advances by the 
British and Americans in Northern 
France and Belgium, the situation 
on the western front is beginning 
to stabilise itself. The pace of 
the Allied advance was far too 
great to last. Modern warfare is 
largely a matter of logistics. Men 
can move with astonishing 
rapidity; but they still must be 
fed and provided with the muni- 
tions of war, and the more quickly 
they progress the more difficult 
becomes the problem of their 
supplies. _Furthermare, while the 
Germans were retreating after the 
British and American break-out 
from the Normandy bottle-neck, 
their High Command was pre- 
paring to make a determined 
stand in order to prevent, or at 
least to delay, an Allied invasion 
of Reich territory. Germany 
unquestionably suffered a heavy 
reverse after Marshal Rommel’s 
counter-offensive in the Avranches 
region failed to cut off the Allies 
and drive them back into the sea; 
but her generals displayed con- 
siderable skill in the withdrawal 
of their troops towards the 
Siegfried Line. Now that it has 
been reached, it is being attacked 
frontally at three points. General 
Patton’s Americans, who had a 
long trek northwards from the 
Mediterranean coast, dre trying to 
invade Germany through the 
famous Belfort Gap. Another 
American army is hammering at 
the gates of Metz, a fortress which 
often has figured in history, and 
is maintaining its reputation 
to-day as a formidable bastion of 
defence. 
force is attacking Aachen, the 
city of Charlemagne, which, 
although virtually surrounded, 
continues to stand in the way of 
the Allied advance. In order to 
obviate what might develop into 
at least a temporary impasse, 
General Eisenhower decided 
recently to make an effort 
to turn the whole Siegfried 
Line. On last Sunday week a 
British air-borne division was 
landed in Southern Holland. The 
general tactical idea was 
to establish what The Times 
describes as “ stepping-stones " 
across the lower portion of the 
Netherlands—a country winter- 
sected by a network of streams 
and rivers, some of them 
extremely wide. These “ stepping- 
stones,” once firmly secured, 
would allow General Dempsey’s 
British Army, as well as the 
Canadians, to  outflank the 
Siegfried position, and eventually 
to put the German Army in 
almost as difficult a position as 
that in which General Gamelin’s 
French Army found itself in the 
summer of 1940. The air-borne 
troops had three immediate 
objects—the first to capture the 
city of Eindhoven; the second to 
take possession of Nijmegen, thus 
gaining control of the vital bridge, 
a mile-and-a-half in length, across 
the River Waal, one of the arms 
of the Rhine delta;.and the third 
to secure the town of Arnhem, 
with control of the River Lek, 
another of the delta’s arms. The 
first two objectives were achieved 
without much difficulty. The 
third, which also probably is the 
most important, remains in 
doubt. 

It seems that the air-borne 
troops in the Arnhem area have 
been virtually isolated. Accord- 
ing to German reports, some 
4,000 of them, including the 
General - Officer - in - Command, 
have been taken prisoners; and 
British bulletins declare that the 
remainder, while fighting desper- 
ately, are in. a “critical,” 
although not yet “desperate,” 
position. Their plight has been 
worsened considerably by the 
sudden onset of extremely bad 
weather. In these circumstances, 
the problem of supplies has been 
complicated seriously. Much of 
the food and stores of various 
kinds that were despatched by air 
has fallen into German hands; 
and, although during the week- 
end fairly substantial reinforce- 
ments, including a Polish air- 
borne regiment, came to their aid, 
their position remains difficult. 
The main trouble is that General 
Dempsey’s forces have not yet 
been able to establish contact 
with the men who were dropped 
from the skies. The British and 
Canadians have thrust a long 
“corridor” northwards from the 
Albert and Escaut Canals into 
Dutch territory. This “ corridor ” 
measures about forty miles in 
length. It is roughly in the shape 
of a spear, the head of which has 
been checked by what the Ger- 
mans describe as a “bolt” 
position, bristling with anti- 
tank traps and other formidable 
impediments. During the last few 
days it has been reported that 
Marshal von Rundstedt has re- 
assumed command of the Ger- 
man forces in this area. It will 
be remembered that he - retired 
after the June invasion of Nor- 
mandy, and that still later the 
Supreme Command of the 
German forces was placed in the 
hands of Marshal Model. Mar- 
shal von Rundstedt probably is 
the best general who has been 
produced by the Wehrmacht 
during the present war. His 
record in Russia was outstanding. 
He is a master of “ disengage- 
ment” tactics; and it is quite 
certain that the immediate pur- 
pose of the Germans in the West 
is to gain as much time as 
possible. They still are fighting 
desperately in some of the Breton 
ports. Calais has not yet been 
captured by the Allies; and, 
although they hold Antwerp, they 
cannot use the port until the 
Germans have been dislodged

Much will depend 
upon the ultimate fate of the air- 
borne troops in the Armhem 
sector, If they can hold out until 
the arrival of Genetal Dempsey’s, 
2nd Army, the Siegfried Line 
may be turned. Otherwise the 
thwarting tactics of the German 
High Command may succeed in 
their immediate aim, compelling 
the British and American Allies 
to face a campaign resembling 
in its essentials that which was 
fought at such dreary length 
during the last Great War. 


Gifts to the Nation 


That admirable organisation, 
the National Trust, now owns 
108,000 acres of British soil, and 
controls 39,000 more. 
the most famous of the country’s 
beauty-spots are held by it in 
trust for the people at large— 
together with several of the 
“stately homes ” which had been 
for so long the pride of Britain’s 
great families. Many of the 
Trust’s acquisitions have been the 
result of spontaneous generosity. 
In other cases, wealthy people 
have found themselves unable to 
pay the heavy taxation levied 
upon their estates, and have pre- 
ferred to surrender them. That 
choice does not detract from their 
patriotism; they might have sold 
the estates, but have chosen, 
instead, to make them over for 
the benefit of the people. Gifts 
of this nature and magnitude, of 
course, are not entirely un- 
embarrassing. As the National 
Trust’s latest report recalls, the 
British Government is contem- 
plating town and regional plan- 
ning on a large scale; and it may 
not be possible to accept large 
estates if their acceptance is likely 
to conflict with a plan. Never- 
theless, the Trust's work is of the 
highest value. It is clearly better 
that land and houses of scenic 
and historic value should pass 
into the trusteeship of a body 
which can guarantee their pre- 
servation than that they should 
be given over to destruction, or 
to the depredations of the specu- 
lative builder. How much 
damage was done to beauty and 
tradition in the years that im- 
mediately followed the last Great 
War! We may retain the hope 
that the example of so many 
British donors will find imitators 
in Ireland. The splendid Muckross 
estate, in Kerry, and Johnstown 
Castle, in Wexford, are, indeed, 
gifts for which any nation might 
be grateful, and their donors 
have set a headline to other 
wealthy land-owners. Whether 
the Government has made the 
best use of these bequests is a 
matter on which we are at liberty 
to reserve judgment.

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THE TRANSPORT BILL 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sm,—The point raised by your 
corres t “Vision” in 
issue of to-day ip y back to my 
memory the report of the Transport 
Tribunal, * The report pointed out 
that the adversity of the 
was due to road competition, ge 
while recognising the desirability o 
a compensating factor between rail 
and road, could only recommend 
doubling the tax on lorries to pro- 
vide a fund to be available to meet 
debenture interest, to avoid default. 
This was a taxing of road to sub- 
sidise rail transport, and could not 
be regarded as an equitable com- 
pensating factor. The report also 
pointed out that the railways were 
staffed, etc., to meet peak require- 
ments, which were seasonal, and that 
there were gaps when the receipts 
slumped considerably due to lack of 
goods and passenger traffic. Pro- 
blem: The bridging of these gaps 
and the full economic use of the 
railways all the year round. 

Might it not be that all passenger 
and goods road vehicles be made to 
pay a rail tax, as prop by 
“Vision,” but that vouchers be 
issued to the amount of the tax, to 
be available for the purchase of 
passenger tickets, or in payment for 
the transport of goods by rail dur- 
ing stated periods, which, of course, 
corresponded with the gaps when 
the railway receipts required* boost- 
ing? The amount of the tax to be 
fixed at intervals, and regulated to 
keep the railways working at full 
economic efficiency. 

The doubling of the tax on lorries 
proposed by the Transport Tribunal 
would have been a dead loss to the 
lorry-owner, whereas the proposal I 
have briefly dealt with gave every 
car-owner the opportunity of obtain- 
ing value for his additional outlay. 

Of course, there are a number of 
obvious difficulties; in a brief survey- 
it is not possible to go into further 
detail, save to point out that the 
greater the increase in road com- 
petition the wider the scope of the 
compensating factor.—Yours, etc.,

It could 
hardly have taken place without the 
knowledge and approval of the 
Government; at, any rate, they 
have not shown any disapproval. 
Apparently it was received with 
satisfaction by the religious bodies 
concerned; at any rate, they have 
not shown any dissatisfaction. And, 
if one may judge from the silence 
of the newspapers and public men, 
it has been generally approved, or, 
at least, condoned, by the great mass 
of the Irish people. 

Secret official information’ about 
forthcoming changes in the market 
value of certain stocks and shares 
was conveyed to the head of one 
religious body on Friday, to a repre- 
sentative of a smaller religious body 
on the following Monday, and the 
rest were left out in the cold. 

In transactions on the Stock 
Exchange one man’s profit is 
another man’s loss. Therefore, this 
“courtesy” was, in effect, a “tip.” 
a nicely graded “ tip.” 

It has received a mild judicial 
rebuke; but, so far as we have 
been told, there has been no 
Government action; | ee opinion 
has been dumb; and we have no 
safeguard against a repetition and 
intensification of such “ courtesies.” 

Such actions’ strike at the root 
of public morality. They are 
evidence’ of a religious’ sense 
developed at the expense ot the 
moral sense. They are evidence of 
a general, subservience to religious 
authority.’ The fear of God is good 
and wholesome, and worthy of free 
men; subservience to ecclesiastics is 
a mark of the slave mind.—Y ours,

If all people were rightly fed in 
the light of modern knowledge, there 
would be a quick drop in the in-

cent., and meat, 25 per cent. 

Acute forms of deficiency disease 
resulting from gross “deficiency in, or 
complete absence from, the diet of 
one or other of the protective prin- 
ciples were rare in western countries, 
but there was growing evidence that, 
before the signs of specific deficiency 
appear, resistance to germ-borne 
disease was impaired. The connec- 
tion between nutrition and health was 
best shown by vital statistics. Average 
expectation of life at birth was 67 
years in New Zealand, between 63 and 
67 in Holland and Denmark, 61 in 
Britain and the United States, 59 in 
Ireland, 55 in Italy, 48 in Japan, and 
27 in India. Sixty infants per 1,000 
born in the years 1934 .to 1938 in 
Britain died in their first year, 69 in 
Ireland, and only 30 in New Zealand.

Does this imply some infantile 
confusion as between caritas and 
celeritas? You Irish puzzle me.

“Iompair ” is even harder. The 
nearest Latin word recognised by 
the dictionary is impure, meaning 
“ basely, shamefully, vilely.” You 
do not, I hope, mean quite that. 
Searching further, I find the rather 
better word importo, meaning “ to 
bring, carry, or convey into, to 
bring from abroad.” This rather 
. «+. Xenial Weltanschauung bodes 
a great ultimate ill for your 
country. An economy based on 
the importation of everything con- 
sumed in your country necessarily 
means the export of your tradition- 
soaked national treasures. I 
instance works of art such as the 
Victoria monument at the Lenster 
Haus, the Dublin Lord Mayor's 
chain, the entire city of Cork brick 
by brick, my own Degas (the latter 
an item of priceless bloodstock a 
present from the Maharajah of 
Bangalore). 

The other word “ corus ” is easier. 
The dictionary says it means “ the 
north-west wind.” I can see the 
idea—“ The Great North-West Rail- 
way Company,” by implication quick 
as the wind. Poetical, neat, nice— 
but vitiated by the obscurity and 
apparent irrelevance of the other 
two words. 

Your transport situation is rather 
a mess. Since the publication of my 
notes on bus shelters last week, the 
Dublin Transport Company, with 
cynicism that appears irradicable, 
has taken no steps to obtain the use 
of the Nelson Pillar as a shelter or 
to erect a_ shelter. Tens of 
thousands of people will be soaked 
to the skin next winter and this 
prosperous monopoly will care not a 
fig. Its vehicles must be used, its 
profits are assured. Is this good 
enough? 

Betore calling a public meeting 
of the citizens to deal with the 
matter, I will make one more sug- 
gestion, This company has a num- 
ber of derelict or defective trams. 
These vehicles can be driven or 
towed to the Pillar and to other 
points of pluvial saturation and left 
there.. Passengers converging on 
these points can queue in the trams, 
and do so sitting in comparative 
comfort. In due course they can 
leave in orderly fashion and enter 
the “live” trams or buses that 
arrive at intervals to take them 


ome. 

I predict that this suggestion will 
be ignored. I predict also that the 
mounting public temper will ulti- 
mately make this company take 
other steps far more costly to its 
admittedly ample revenues. A 
stitch in time will save even the 
Number Nine, bound for Donny- 
brook and points south.

Because of the tremendous amount of 
research involved, the average time 
between an application and the grant- 
ing of a patent is now over two years.

“ All Wool” Label 


The amnouncement that a bill is 
being passed through the Victorian 
Parliament controlling the labelling 
of woollen textiles, and providing 
that goods labelled “all wool” must 
contain 95 per cent. of pure wool 
fibre, and that all textiles containing 
wool must bear a tag showing the 
percentage of wool, reclaimed wool or 
re-used wool, synthetic fibre, cotton or 
silk they contain, is welcomed by 
woollen manufacturers here. A similar 
enactment was passed in the United 
States of America just before the war. 
At present in Britain it is possible 
under Board of Trade rationing de- 
finitions to have a cloth legally de- 
scribed as “ woven wool cloth,” which 
contains no~woo!l at all in the strict 


trade sense.
